“Now, look “here, boss; we all 
want wives as well as you, and 
just. ike yours, and unless you 
help us to get them we shall take 
possession’ ‘of the ship and go in 
search of them.” 

“This is mutiny,” 
declared, | : 

“That's. right,”. was the reply; 
“but there’! be no more trouble 
if you agres'to our request.” 

Atthis juncture the native girl, 
who had been Rstening, intere 
rupted the conversation and in her 
broken English suggested that 
if the captain turned the 
ship and went back to one 
of the islands—one some dis- 
tance from her native place—she 
would entice some girls to the 
shore and the men could seize 
them and carrythem aboard The 
girl was quite eager to go, and. the 
captain at last consented, and in 
due course the island was reached. 


SHIP WITHOUT A NAME. 


The girl went ashore, and soon 
the men followed her and 
remained in hiding. The native 
girl then returned to the ship, 
after which. a strange thing 
happened.- Suddenly she changed 
from the: half-civilized creature 
she .appeared to be into a blood- 
thirsty savages and, seizing. an 
axe, she killed two. of the crew 
before they could raise a hand to 
defend themselves.. Next moment 
she had given a signal to the 
shore, and this was followed by 
the most unearthly ‘cries imagin- 
able—and it was soon obvious that 
the seamen, betmyed by the girl, 
were being butchered by the 
natives. ‘ 

Of the entire crew only one 
survived. He had pulled away from 
the ship unknown to the girl, 
and was eventually picked up ina 
very exhausted condition, to reveal 
to the world one of the most 
astounding tyuc, narratives ever 
told. To this day the question has 
never been solved as to the motive 
underlying the’ native girl's 
treachery, but the most, probable 
explanation is ‘that she simply 
turned savage. 

Much more complete is the 
mystery surrounding the fate of 
the various crews of a nainciess 
barque which was. discovered in 
difficulties at sea by the brig 
“Emma Austen.” The affair has 
baffled the keenest’ deductive 
minds of two hemispheres, and an 
explanation is still lacking as how, 
three different crews vanished, 0 as 
it were, into thin air: 

When ‘the “Emma Austen,” 
vessel] bound from ‘Liverpco] is 
New York, sighted ‘the barque one 
hot day in August, 1881, a haut 
was put off and, the stranger wus 
boarded. Although the burque 
was searched from end to end 
there was, no sign. of human life, 
yet-everything was intact. Even 
the boats. were in’ their davits in 
full complement. - 

‘MEN WHO DISAPPEARED. ..

“What was:tlio solution of these 
startling happenings?

the bodies overboard. But the 
vesse] had been seai‘ched again 
and without result. ‘And what, is 


the explanation of the ringing bell |, 


that was never found? The 
mystery would form an excellent, 
foundation for a detective story of 
the sea. 

The fate of the ship “Northfleet” 
in the- English Channel in 1873—a 
disaster that thrilled the world—is 
another of the many unsolved 
dramas of the sea. The little that’ 
is known regarding the underlying 
mystery, however, seemingly. ree 
veals an anizzing plot. 

Among the passengers on board 
the “Northfleet,” according .to ‘the 
story told by one of the’ survivors, 
were two girls, sisters—one very 
dark and foreign-looking, the other 
fais—who were among 300 odd 
emigrants bound for Australia. 
According +0 this survivor's story, 
he became suspicious of the move~ 
ments of the dark girl, and shortly 
before the disaster he saw her 
waving a lamp on deck as if in 
signal to someone. - Shortly after- 
wards, .a, ship, without lights bore 
down on the “ Northflect,” rammed 
and sank her, and before she drew 
away one of the men on board the 
unknown craft pulled the gir! on 
board, ° . 

A TRAGIC SEQUEL. 
’ This wwitness’s evidence carried 
Hittle weight at the inquiry,. which, 
among other things, sought to 
establish’ the identity of. the 
mystery ‘ship. The ‘secret was’ 
never revealed. 

A possible sequel to the tragedy 
ocerrred a few years later when. 
this same witness, passing through 
a fishing village on the East Coast, 
learned a curious story from the 
landlord of an inn conceroing two 
airls, Nellie and ‘Maud,- the 
q | daughters: of the Incal blacksmith.
